Only two or three influences in the
play hamper your enjoyment of its ter¬
rors. One of these is that tha Con¬
versation between the characters is a
trifle pretty; and another is that some

of the actors, while not bad, would be
better if they were doing other thing3.
You might feel sorrier for Mrs. Ruth
Victor (Miss Alma Tell), for instance,
were, she not addicted to such expres¬
sions as, "You pay a pretty compli¬
ment, Mr. Melville. May one infer that
you aro not without experience?" Miss
Tell is so winning and unaffected as
one of the madman's principal victims
that you wish she had more interesting
suitors than those in "It Is the Law"
from whom to select a husband.

Mr. Arthur Hohl, as Albert Woodruff,
is the mad neurotic of the proceedings.
Pre-natal influences of a harmful sort
provoke peculiar frenzies in him at
times. His father having beaten his
mother with a pair of tongs on the
the night of his birth, he is therefore
moved to homicide «very time he sers
a pair of tongs.

Eugene Schüler, sixty-five years old,

of 555 Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn,
Known en the burlesque stage for morethan forty years as Eugene Mack, waskilled instantly yesterday when he wasstruck by a motor truck as he wascrossing Fulton Street and South Port¬land Avenue. William Tobin, of 754Fiftieth Street, Brooklyn, the driver ofthe truck, was later held in $5,000 bailby Magistrate Liota in the Gates Ave¬
nue court on a charge of homicide.Scbulor's body lay unclaimed In theClaBHon Avenue station during most ofthe day, but was identified last nijrhtbv Gertrude Exaleliki, cashier in the£.lfttbush Cafeteria, 874 Fiatbush Ave¬
nue, who said that Schüler had for¬
merly worked there as a dishwasher.
According to Mrs. William Wilson,wife of Schuler'3 partner on the stageand with whom the dead man lived at

the Atlantic Avenue address, Schüler
had left the cafeteria on Monday, find¬
ing the work too hard for him.

CitySymphony

Unrelieved Melancholy of
"Kindertoten-lieder" by
Mahler Work Injustice
on Mme. Gerhardt'« Art

Korngold Opera ¦ Sung
Mme. Jeritza Brings Rare
Charm to Role Which She
Introduced Last Year

Mr. Dirk Foch and Mr. Gatti invited

the patrons of the City Symphony
Orchestra and the Metropolitan Opera
to spend n large portion of the after¬
noon and evening of yetserday in
mortuary meditation. At the Town
Hall tfie sixth symphonic concert since
last Sunday took place. There was an¬
other by the Philharmonic F iety at
the College of the City of New York
in the evening, making the seventh af¬
fair of its kind in five days, and in the
two days remaining of this eventful
week there will be five more orchestral
concerts. The cultivation of high-class
music, a term which seems to be
synonymous with the exploitation of
conductors, goes on apace, and perhaps
we shall soon see the time when our
6,000,000 of people will call for musical
pabulum exclusively symphonic, or at
least, Orchestral. It is now offered, in
a decidedly commendable form, by Mr.
Rothafel in association with moving
pictures and vaudeville at the Capitol
Theater, a proceeding at which we are
by no means disposed to cavil.
But this is not what we intended to

descant upon when we begati writing.
What was in our mind was the circum¬
stance that for three-quarters of an
hour, or thereabouts, in the afternoon,
we were asked to listen to meditations
on the death of children and for three
hours in the evening to a musico-dra-
matic study of a morbid mind of a man
perplexed in the extreme between de¬
votion to a dead wife and sensual de-
si^ stimulated by a momentary asso¬
ciation with a woman who in voice and
feature resembled the consort who had
gone into the beyond. Mr. Foch gave
us the five "Kindertoten-lieder" by
Rückert set to music by Mahler; Mr.
Gatti the opera "Die tote Stadt," com¬
posed by Erich Korngold. The songs
were not new, but they were not fa¬
miliar. They never will be familiar.
As poems they are natural and tender
reflections called up in the mind of a
German poet of exquisite sensibility by
the death of two of his children. For
the compound German title we cannot'
find an equivalent. For the'persistent¬
ly gloomy mood of the music to which
they have been set we can as little find
justification. The composer would not.
help us out if he were still among the
living. That the feeling with which he
filled them was poignant and sincere
wo know. But we also know that had
he been asked the wherefore of his
setting he would have refused an ex¬
planation.

Mahler's Theories Singular
Mahler's attitude toward all art, all

music including his own, was a singu¬
lar one. Once at a private dinner ta¬
ble the conversation turned on lyrical
poems and their composition, and be
made the cryptic remark that no artist
to whom had come a great and beau¬
tiful inspiration ought to give it ¡to
the world. He should keep it shut up
in the shrine of his own soul. We
did not ask him how art was to exist
under such conditions or what its serv¬
ice to mankind, but left him to his
broodings. Nor did we ever question
his privilege to secure as many per¬
formances of bis own works as he
could. As to their merits we have our

opinions and have also exercised the
privilege of expressing them and leav¬
ing them to their fate.
Nearly twelve years ago.it was in

.January, 1910.he had Dr. Wtillher
sing ¡.he "Kindertotcnlieder" at con¬

certs of the Philharmonic Society here
and in Brooklyn. At that time he re¬

fused to permit anything to be printed
on the program except the texts of the
songs (with translations) and the foK

lowing note copied from the fly-leaf of
the «core: "The five songs are con¬
ceived as a unit, «n indivisible whole,
nd their continuity at a performance

should be preserved by the prohibition
of interruptions of any kind applause.
for instance. at the end of a number."
Dr. Wiillner, we remember, declaimed
them with eloquent puthns (they have
Wo periodic melodic structure) ant! so
did Mme, Gerhardt yesterday. The au¬
dience of ten years ago respected the
composer's wishes arid refrained from
applause. Mr. Foch gave time for ap¬
plause after each number, but there
was only a pattern of handclapping,
until at the end Mine. Gerhndt was
called to the stage and made to realize,
at least, that her self-sacrifice, If not
her really fine art, was appreciated,
Enthusiasm whs out of the question, for
how could there be a demonstration of
pleasure over songs which the composer
had designed should uwaken only feel¬
ings of grief and desolation of heart?
A Beflthoven, a Schubert, a Schumann,
a Brahms, would have let in the light
which illumined some of Rückert's
lines the light, of hope in reunion with
loved ones gone before at least. If
Mahler's music does this we cannot
feel it.
The rest of Mr. Foch's program was

Schubert's familiar marche militaire,
transcribed for orchestra, the pretty
ballet piece from the same composer's
music to "Rosamunde" and Brahms's
C minor Symphony which he produced
at Carnegie Hall on Monday evening.

Korngold Opera Enters Second Year
Korngold's opera was first heard here

on November 19 of last year and served
to introduce Mme. Jeritzn to the Ameri¬
can public. Her instantaneous triumph
and the fact that the opera had its
full quota" ,"of representations in the
season are matters of räcörd. The
work, too, won all the recognition that
it deserved as the creation of a most
genially gifted young man, facile in
construction and facile, too, in the
employment of the ideas and desires
of producers who stand much higher
against the horizon than he.Richard
Strauss, for example.with whom he
has been at loggerheads of late,
not, perhaps, because he had made
free with the latter's ideas as because
he seems to have set his aim to suc¬
ceed him as director of what used
to be the Court opera in the Austrian
capital. The inclusion of the opera
in this year's repertoire will subject
its merits to a test in which it will
have a powerful prop in the gifted
young singer who filled it with as much
charm as was possible again last night.
A more perfect impersonation than
hers of the gay creature who obsesses
the mind and heart of a man lost in
morbid adoration of his dead wife
could not well be imagined; and we.
know of no singing actress so capable
of bodying forth tho moods of a word-
ly young woman, who in the dream-
life of a melaucholiac, runs through
the entire gamut of emotions from
idle frivolity to tragic death, as Ma¬
dame Jeritza. Her companions in last
night's performance were those of last
season except that Mr. Leonhardt (as
Frank) and the lamented Mr, Laurcnti
(as Fritz) were both replaced by a
newcomer, Mr. Schützendorf, a capital
singer and actor. Mr. Bodanzky con¬
ducted a.fine performance.

Song Programs
Given in Each of

3 Concert Halls
Two Contraltos Vie With

Greek Barytone ; Elaise
Gagncau atAeolian Shows
Elements of a Good Voice

There was no shortage of song yes¬
terday, each concert hall having its
recital; contraltos -scoring two out of
three, with tho remaining on« fur¬
nished by a Greek barytone, Ela'tso
Gagneau, was tho contralto of the aft¬
ernoon, singing at Aeolian Hall n pro¬
gram of the usual four languages in
their usuel order witn indifferent suc¬
cess, showing at times, the elements
of a good voice . . . undeveloped,
however; while her voice had some
strength, especially in high notes,
lower ones were weak and a general
lack of smoothness, a cloudy veil, aa
it were, hampered her tone. This was
most noticeaable in the opening arias
by Giordan! and Pergolesi, less so in
the following French and Gorman num¬
bers. There was little expression in
Miss Gíigneau's singing, which seemed
to make little distinction between Wolf
and Strauss, on the one hand, Fauré,
Duparc and Paladilho on the othor;
her modern Italian songs, Piotro Ci-
maru's "Fiocca la neve," for instance,
proving better in this respect.
A warmer and livelier atmosphere

was produced by the other contrulto,
Elsie Reign (dubbed "mezzo-con¬
tralto") in the evening at the Town
Hall, singing an aria from Charles
Cadman's "Shanewls" and other num¬
bers in German, French and English.
Her voice had range and strength-
undeveloped strength, it seemed -with
a certain lack of polish and a metallic
edge in louder passages, but it seemed
promising. Her diction was clear,
aggressively so in the opening Ger¬
man numbers; so much attention was
paid to the words of Brahms' "Verge¬
bliches Staendchen" that its phrases
were clipped off with an abrupt,
almost tuneless effect. In French
songs, however, both diction and tone
were smoother, and expression was
not neglected. Josef Adler accom¬
panied here, while Coenraad v. Bos
was the pianist, at Aeolian Hall.
Song of a differont type was heard

in the ovening at Carnegie Hall at a
recital given by a Greek baritone
named Leónidas Coronis, who enter¬
tained a limited number of enthusi¬
asts with French and Italian operaticnumbers and Greek songs, a folksongand numbers bv Spi-o Samara and
Xanthopoulos which gave the impres¬sion of a thickened Spanish or Nea¬
politan melody in a generally minor
key. Mr. Coronis' voice wbh undoubt¬
edly strong, but it had a thick qualityof tone which made his singing seern
rather labored, while, In general, his
manner and performance were thoseof the average Italian baritone. Wolfo
Wolfinshon, violinist, gave a very re-
pectable performance of two Neapoli¬tan dances by Rosario Scalero and
part of the Lalo "Symphonie Espagn¬ole."
